ian. Ilia bloodliounds were not surcettH- 
fni in their eflforta to run down the mur- 
derer of ThomaR J. Hawlcios. whose sad 
death has been mentioned. It ia learned 
that the dogs followed a trail from the 
•cene of the ehooting to « bam near the 
eitekirti of the town, but the Times- 
Democrat says they failed to point any 
definite luipicion upon luiyone, and adda 
that there seem to be no deflntte theory 
ftf fo the Ruilty party. 

Fuller and more accurate details of the 
tragedy are thos clvea by the Times- 
T'emocrat : "After the fire of Monday 
morning the grocery store of (Jharles J. 
Hatton had to be guarded, as the bacic 
windows of the second floor were out and 
the elevator shaft was open from the 
top. 

"The first night Mr. Sutton and Robert 
Jacobs stood guard, and some time in 

iVc latter part of tht- nijrht they heard 
noises which convinced them that some 
one was on the metal root of the one- 
etory annex at the roar of the store and 
was either in or attempting to get into 
the second story, They ran out and 
raided an alarm which brought others to 
the scene, and the house waa closely 
sarroanded and watohed till daylight, 
when a search revealed the fact that no 
one was to be fonnd in the building. 
Tuesday night T. J. Hawkinw, wlio iiad 
been clericing for Mr. Sutton, stood guard, 
with Mr. Jacobs for his companoin. 
Between L' and ■) o'clock they heard 
noises which led them to believe some 
one was on the roof. 

"After liHtenina for sotnc time they 
went out in the yard baclc of the titore, 
Hawltins beiufr In advance. It was quite 
dark and Hawkins could see/io one, but 
noon after .stepping outside Hawkins fired 
his pistol in the air to frighten the sup- 
posed burglar, but almost immediately 
a shot rang out in response, an lie thinks, 
from the roof of the one-alory annex, 
and he*at once telt that he had been 
shot. He fired two more shots before 
falling, and Jacobs titeil three or four 
shots, though the latter was so excited 
that be does not clear) - remember the 
exact order of the oc<"irreni-e8 followint; 
the first shot. Hawkins staggered and 
fell to 4he ground, and in a moment 
called to Jacobs for help, saying: 'I'm 
shot in the leg.' Jacobs ran to him and 
lifted him up and found him bleeding 
from a wound under the left shoiililer. 
lie gave the alarm and when the neigh- 
bors reached the spot he was carried into 
the store and surgical aid summoned. 

"The ball struck and lodged against or 
in the spinal column, completely paralyz- 
ing the body below that point. It also 
seems in its conrse to have penetrated 
Ihe cavity, a.s internal bleeding was cleiir- 
ly apparent. Thursday morning he pass- 
ed away. Thns perished as noble-heart- 
ed a younn man as this city possessed. 
Ue was about thirty-four years uf age and 
leaves a wife, nee loline Ashton, and one 
bright little dangliterto mourn their irre- 
parable loss. He was a member of the 
Flem'ng Lodge No. ?,Q, I. O. O. F., and as 
soon a^ the lodge could meet theyoflered 
. |260 reward for the arrest and conviction 
of t!ie person guilty of the murderous as- 
sault." 



F^otn parties wlio were at Flemings- 
burg yesterday it ia learned the dogs fol- 
lowed a trail from the scene of the shoot- 
ing out in the country some distance, 
then arcjiind and back to town.' After- 
wards as the dogs were passing the jail 
they took a trail and followed it to the 
jail door, and many believe the negro, 
Wm. Jackson, who had been SHMtod 
and jailed, ia the guilty party. 

Another theory advanced by some 
p.'ople is that ttie shooting was acci- 
dental, that in the excitement and the 
dark one of tfba shots from laeob** piitol 
straek Hawkins. This was talkid of at 
FleminicibatK yesterday. 

Hawkins' funeral occurs at 2 o'clock 
this afternoon and will Le conducted by 
the •(.Idfellows.
